Glancing through « store of negatives and 
prints, which hese # of days_mote 
wealthy in “spare time,” 1 camo upon a muc 
prited snapabot of a Bour's Hend, bedecked 
with jowels and rosemary. ‘Thin was taken 0 
umber of years ogo in the Hall of Queen's 
College, Oxford, where is observed to this day 
‘one of the charming customs which, through 
fenturies of British history, have been sso. 
ciated with Christmustide, 

Tt is still the pruotice at thie college to carry 
in state, to the accompaniment of a carol with 
Latin chorus, a fine Bows Head mounted on 
usrive silver salver and decorated with flags 
‘and gilded herbs 

‘At the conclusion of the ceremony the triflen 
used for unrnishing prposes are thrown woongst 
fs sorambling crowd of privileged guosts, whilst 
the Boar's Head is consumed at dinner the same 
evening by the Provost, the Fellows, and their 
friends. 


Where Did We Get Mineo Pies ? 
As one highly interested in ancient practice 
and in the folklore of Britain, 1 have been 

searching once again for satisfying explanati 
‘of the origins of many Chrstmastide custome: 
for the birthplace of mumming, earol sing 
Misrule (which still prevails in a-mild form when 
father dons the paper hat from the Christmas 
Crncker), the practice of decorating the hous 
with holiy and with mistlato, and of serving 
hot (with mistaken Kindness)” plum-pudding 
rmince-piet, snd all thoeo disturbers of 
digestive peace so’ belpful to the family doctor.

How Marconi Triumphed. 

At the base of a sinall hill beyond Asdenva, 
a seaside suburb of Leghorn, is a hill called 
Monte Nero, on the summit of which is a much. 
‘enerated Madonna to whom pilgrimages are 
ronde, and itwas at the base of this hill where 
Young Marconi made his first experiments in 
‘wirelow:-telegraphy—as he  thought—through 
the bill, without wires. 

1 watched. thoso. experiments with. greatest 
Interest. ‘The young. inventor naturally offered 
his discovery io the Ttalian Government, and 
recollect his despair when it was declined. 
No money could be raised in Maly to develop 
What was declared to be a" freak invention.” 
But at last, after many rebuffs, am agreement 
was one day signed at the British Consalate 
in Leghorn, where-I was. present, and. Mascani 
‘afterwards ‘came to England to demonstrate 
his success and to become worki-famous as the 
inventor of the system which bears his nim. 

Te-was then that his mother gave up her fiat 
facing: the sea, and 1 became its occupant.

Brown and Mr. P. A. Love, 1 sot up the ex 
perimental station 24% at Guildford, in crdor 
to try and solve the difficulty of long-distance 
telephony. It-was no easy task; nor was it a 


cheap! one, Tn 1919 the apparatus we had wns 
all very erode, and our data seanty and un: 
reliable 

Months passed. T gave up my profession as 
novelist and devoted my whole time to my 
Inboratory until it eeatn a mass of apparatus 
and a great tasgle of wires 

For six months T, with my assistants, both 
of whom are well-known in the world of wiceless, 
together with Mr. Duncar ‘of the A 
Ministry, and others, worked daily with various 
‘apparatus and circuits, burning out expensive 
transmitting valves, picecing condensers, ruining 
microphones, and experiencing other mis:
